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REMARKS 

Applicants submit the above "Amendments To The Claims" and "Amendments 
To The Title" sections of the Non-Compliant Amendment filed on February 24, 2004 
via certificate of mailing. Applicants also submit the attached substitute; sequence 
listing of the Non-Compliant Response filed on July 23, 2001 via certificate of mailing. 
In accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.121(h), Applicant's re-submit only the non-compliant 
portions of the February 24, 2004 and July 23, 2001 papers. 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 40, 41, 43, 44, 46-49, 51-56, 58-75, 80, 81, 84, 85 and 88-110 are 
pending in the present application, with claims 43, 44, 48, 49, 51, 55, 56, 58-75, 80, 
81, 84, 85 and 88-104 withdrawn from consideration and claims 40, 41, 46, 47, 52- 
54 and 105-1 10 ready to be examined on the merits.
